flogging and deportation of scores 
of other striking railroad workers, 
acedrdiug to the Federated Shop 
Crafts of Fort Smith, where the gi- 
"antic prosecution plan was launch- 
cd 


Every shop union in the .country 


will be called on to set aside one per- 
cent, of the earnings of each' worker 
during the next thirty days, for the 
fund. 


Labor also will fight constituted 


officials who are members of 
the 


"citizens' committee" according to 
reports here: Prosecution of these 
officials will be sought it was report- 
ed. 


The vigilantes prepared fou an in- 


vestigation by a- committee from the 
state legislature. The committee will 
probe lynching'of Grcgor-and other1 


outbreaks .in connection with the sit- 
uation which resulted in a mob of 
1,500 farmers and' business men from 
Northern Arkansas gathering here 
Monday Jan. 15 to prevent paralysis 
of the Meandring railroad, the Mis- 
souri and North Arkansas.
